Hosven for gentle showers to quench the 
thirst of tho pnrehed earth ; but wo regrot 
that these prayers have been of no avail, 
‘and wo are led now to think that wo havo 
incurred in some way the wrath of Heaven, 
This dynasty.. lay always considered the 
wolfire of its: people the paramount.sub- 
jeet.of government. Is Heaven then an- 
cuple of 
the Imperial Prefecture have not been set- 
ted, ond the murmurs of tho: people have 
ronghodt Heaven’s ears? Aro, the officials 
noplectful of the people's welfare and their 
sufferings have {herefuro moved the coinpas- 
sion of Heavori? This may bo so, and wo, 
thoroforo, command the Ronrd .of Punish- 
ments, the Conoandant of tho Peking Gen-
